ASSESSMENT OF INCOMES. 

The following is the judgment of Mr. 
Justice Scott on the appeals against the 
assessment of their income made by 8. 8. 
Taylor and H. C. Taylor. The incomes 
were assessed at” $2.500 each and were re- 
duced by the court of revision to $2,200 and 
$1,500 respectively : 

Section 1 of part 1 of the municipal 
ordinance provides that ‘‘ All municipal, 
local or direct taxes or rates shall, where 
no other ¢xpress provision has been made 
in this respect” be levied ‘‘ equally upon 
the whole rateable property, real, personal 
and income, of the municipality according 
to the assessed value of such property and 
income.” No other provision is made as to 
the assessment and taxation of income, ex- 
cept that the income of a farmer derived 
froin his farm and the income of merchants, 
mechanics, and ether persons derived from 
property liable to taxation is exempt. 

Itis not shown how the amount of the 
income is to be ascertained, or upon what 
it isto be based. It is admitted that the 
appellants in these cases are practicing ad- 
vocates, and doubtless the assessment is 
based on what would be considered their 
income from their profession during the 
present year, but I can find no authority, 
such as there is in Ontario, to base it upon 
the income derived by them during the pre- 
ceding year. The income of a professional 
man fluctuates, and because he may have ob- 
tained certain profits for a portion of the time 
up to the time of the assessment, it cannot 
reasonably be inferred that he will continue 
to make the same profits at the same 
rate during the jremainder of the year, or 
even that the profit made by hin up to the 
time of the assessment may not be awallow- 
ed up by losses made in his practice during 
the remainder of the year. 

In Lawless vs. Sullivan, L. R. C. appeal 
cases 373, it was held that the word “ in- 
come” in the New Brunswick assessment 
act when applied to a commercial! business 
meant the balance of gain over loss and that 
when no such gain has been made during 
the year there is no ir some or funds capable 
of being assessed. But it was contended by 
Mr. Beck on behalf of the town that there 
is a distinction between the income of ad- 
vocates from their profession and that de- 
rived from tirade and commerce. Truly 
there may be such a distinction in some re- 
spects, bat I do not see any reason why the 
income of an advocate should not be held to 
be the balance of gain in his practice over 
losses therein. 

In view of the fact that it is impossible 
to ascertain the amount of appellants income 
for the year, I must hold that the assess- 
ment cannot stand. 

The assessments of S. S. Taylor7and H.C.

CATTLE. 
Communicated, 

While the farmer is deploring the 
low price of grain generally, has he con- 
sidered if there is a way out of the 
difficulty! It is widely admitted that 
there is more woney in mixed farming 
than in grain raising; and there is 
little doubt that it would be more ad- 
vaatageous to the farmer to devote his 
greater energies to siock raising and 
let the cultivation of grain and roots 
be more of an adjunct to the former. 
Having arrived at this conclusion let us 
see if we are on the right road and if 
we have the right kind of stock. 

The attention of cattle dealers is al- 
ready directed towards our district ; 
but they are in search of a first class 
article and cannot be satisfied with the 
animal we thought so much of when 
slaughtered for our own market. Ina 
shipment made some time ago the 
shipper thought he had a good sample. 
There were, without doubt, some yood 
ones in the lot, as the dealer tesvitied 
when -he said “Yes! you have a fair 
average lot, but the cattle are not 
there. It must have cost quite a lot to 
bring them up to condition.” This 
man saw at a glance that the breed was 
wanting. Without breed the animals 
lack bone and frame and the scrubs 
keep the farmer poor while trying to 
put on beef. 

In a certain part of the mother 
country an old custom with farmers 1s 
to consider what money he will require 
at a certain jtime; having determined 
this he selects, for stall feeding, as 
ma:.y head of stock as wili, when fit 
for market, realize the amount needed. 
The same course is open to the farmer 
here. Say he has certain notes to meet 
in the pring. He can feed up 
as many head as will sell for the re- 
quisite sum. He is sure, if his cattle 
are in proper condition,to make the sale, 
for fat cattle are always in demand in 
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that these ranches are const.

To sum up, weed out the old stock, 
get some new blood of the right strain, 
raise the calves from the word “ go,” 
for bear in mind the fact that a good 
steer cannot be produced from a half 
starved neglected calf. Then with 
good feed, which can always be had at 
command, proper care and attention 
and suita%le housing or shelter for the ' 
winter, the farmer will have, in sprir 
beef animals to offer which wil! 
only be fit for any market, but w: . vc 
sought after, and he will have establish- 
ed for himself a profitable source of 
revenue and a reputation for the dis- 
trict, with little or no extra labor.
